On November 10 the gallery talk will be in the Sacred India exhibition, an 
educational exhibition designed to explain the religious imagery of Indian art. 

Another free film by Ray, Devi (The Goddess) , will be shown at 3:00 pm. 

On November 17 the gallery tour will be of the major exhibition of Indian 
sculpture organized by the Museum, Kushan Sculpture: Images of Early India . At 3:00 pm 
Dr. Gritli von Mitterwallner of the University of Munich will give a lecture on 
"Kushan Kings: Coins and Sculptures."
